“Flood Control, National Park 


Argue Over Water Rights 


Charges that the federal 
government is encroaching on 
Florida's rights to fresh water 
‘supplies and is diverting water 
needed on the lower east coast 
into Everglades National Park 
were levelled Friday by mem- 
bers of the Governing Board 
of the Central and Southern 


yorida Flood Control District 


At the зате time, the FCD 
Board issued a strong appeal 
to farmers, city dwellers and 
industries to conserve water 
during the current drought. 
The Board even voted to re- 
quest farmers not to flood 
fields, as is commonly done in 
dry times to contro! nematodes 
which attack roots of plants. 

С. A. (Mutt) Thomas of 
South Bay, member of the 
Board, said, he would person- 
ally contact Glades farmers to 
urge them not to flood fields 
until there is rain. 

In an odd development, a 
protest about flooding was 
brought to the FCD Board's 
attention by Ed Dail, FCD 
Executive Director. Dail said 
nine landowners in southwest 
Dade County had sent a tele- 
gram to Gov. Claude R. Kirk, 
Jr., charging that water being 
released to Everglades Nation- 
al Park is flooding their lands. 
They called for a shutoff of 
water to the Park, charging 
that the releases are “a wan- 
ton waste of water” and re- 
sult in “illegal flooding of 
private property, 

Chairman Riley S. Miles of 
Kissimmee said the federal 
government is trying to take 
over management of the 18- 
county Flood Control Project 
and to allocate water supplies. 

He said, "ТЬе National Park 
thinks it is the most import- 
ant thing in the United States,”

salinity dam or control struc- 
ture on Canal 111 based on 
“undocumented, unsupported 
fears" of the Park that re- 
moval of an earthen “plug” at 
U. S. Highway 1 might cause 
salt water intrusion and irre- 
parable damage to a part of 
the Park. 

“Itis discouraging to serve 
in public office and hear peo- 
ple in Washington say, “Oh, 
it's only another $400,000 or 
just another million dollars,” 
Miles said. “Many citizens of 
Florida have to make sacrifices 
and do without needed things 
in order to pay federal income 
taxes. Maybe their tax pay- 
ments are small, only $300 or 
$400 a year. But to put anoth- 
er $400,000 or more down in- 
to Canal 111, without апу 
justification, without any need 
being shown for it, is a crim- 
inal thing. And if this is done, 
every citizen of Florida should 
be ashamed of himself, in- 
cluding the Audubon Socie- 
ty.” 

Miles said, however, if any 
need for another salt water 
barrier on Canal 111 could 
be demonstrated, there certai 
ly should be no objection to its 
construction. 

Dail said there may have to 
be a “cutoff point” establish- 
ed, after which no more wat- 
er will be released to the Park 
out_of Conservation Area 3 

Chief engineer William 
Storch noted that the Park is 
now receiving water at the rate 
of 100 cubic feet per second 
from the FCD — five times 
greater than the historic aver- 
age flow through Tamiami 
Trail in May, according to the

Glades Farmers 
May Profit 
From Drought 


Local crops are not suffer- 
ing from a lack of rain ac- 
cording to information from 
local farmers. The fields are 
dry on the surface which 
makes for unpleasant harvest- 
ing but the canals retain en- 
ough water for pumping into 
field ditches for sub-surface 


irrigation. 

Rainfall recorded at the 
Everglades Experiment Sta- 
tion Tuesday’ night was .03 


inches which at least justified 
the weatherman in predicting 
a 10 per cent chance of a 
shower. A shower is only sup- 
posed to wet your shirt en- 
ough for it to dry before you 
get home. 

With celery prices being 
half-way decent the past week 
or two the dry weather is ac- 
tually helping to recover some 
of the heavy losses from cel- 
ery due to overproduction 
which were incurred up until 
two 8г three weeks ago. 

Celery harvest is expected 
to last through the first ten 
days of June. 

The harvesting of corn will 
be completed about the first 
of May but prices are only 
slightly above cost of produc- 
tion at.the present time, Gen- 
erally the total corn crop is 
expected to result in 
profit to the farmers though 
there have been some periods 
of low prices. 

Indications are that this has 
been one of the best crop years 
though not profitable one. In 
at least one case harvested 
crops were used to keep the 
dust down on field roads. This 
situation was when a field of 
radishes: had to be harvested 
but could not be sold so they 
were scattered about six in- 
ches deep over the farm roads. 

As far as the farmers аге 
concerned the excessive 
drought has called for an us- 
usually large water pumping 
expense but has actually con- 
tributed to the quality of the 
produce. Heavy rains during 
harvest season prevents pro- 
duce from staying in good con- 
dition while being hauled to 
the distant markets. 

On April 21 the lake level 
was 13.19 feet and 5-16-67 it 
was 12.36 feet 

Water dropping about .6 
feet per week with the 13.85 
feet being the desired level at 
the end of the dry season. 

Since all the watershed is 
dry the only source of water 
supply is from rain. 

Only 10 percent chance of 
showérs~ anticipated іп South 
Central Florida through Wed- 
nesday. This could not be equi- 
valent to the expected evapora- 
tion.

Veg. Shipment 
Declines 


Everglades sweet corn ship- 
ments declined about 100 cars 
jast week, Shipments are ex- 
pected to hold about steady as 
Zellwood makes a light start 
this week. The crop is in good 
condition and quality com is 
being harvested. Central areas 
will be the principal source of 
supply during June, said G. 
Norman Rose of the Florida 
Crop and Livestock Reporting 
Service. 

Celery harvest has started а 
seasonal decline in the Ever- 
glades as some growers com- 
plete harvest. Supplies will 
continue available there and at 
Oviedo. Island Grove and Zell 
wood harvest is increasing. 

Harvest should continue 
through most of June; possibly 
all June at Island Grove. Qua- 
lity is generally very good. 

Beans, cabbage, lettuce and 
radishes are in seasonal de- 
cline. North Florida has a mod- 
erate volume of beans this 
week, as well as light, decreas- 
ing supplies from Plant City, 
Sanford and the Everglades. 
Leafy salad vegetables аге 
mostly to be found at Zell- 
wood, but limited amounts ob- 
tained in the Everglades. Egg- 
plant is still available at Pom- 
pano; a few have started in the 
West Central area; North Flor- 
ida is not expected to. start 
until June, Carrots, chinese 
cabbage, green onions, okra, 
field peas, parsley and water 
cress still have a part in the 
Florida supply picture. Qual- 
ity of produce available is 
mostly very good. 

Weather wise the drought 
continued and temperatures 
averaged mostly Ito 4 degrees 
above normal. Several points 
reported record breaking high 
temperatures for this early in 
the season.

U. S. Geological Survey. 

“But what good would it do 
to establish a cutoff point,” 
Storch asked. “We had an in- 
terim water release schedule 
to provide low water releases 
to the Park. It was approved 
by the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers and the State. And there 
was a cutoff point. But we 
have passed that cutoff point. 
And water is still flowing into 
the Park. 

“What good would it do to 
establish another cutoff, and 
then disregard it?” 

Dail noted that Miami's 
wellfield supplies are supplied 
from Conservation Area 3, 
whose water has been deplet- 
ed by lack of rainfall 

Miles said the National Park 
Service has recently issued an 
opinion that all water conser- 
ved by the FCD in south 
Florida is the property of the 
federal government because 
federal money was used іп 
building the levees to capture, 
store and conserve water.

The Farm Front 


BY DOYLE CONNER , 
The prolonged drought 
which severely damaged live- 
stock and crops іп 24 south 
Florida counties is one of the 
worst disasters ever suffered by 
our state's agricultural indus- 

try. 

While the cattle industry has 
borne the brunt of the lack of 
water and pasture grass, every 
agricultural commodity in tht 
drought area has suffered to 
some degree. 

It is to the credit of both 
the federal government and the 
State of Florida, working to- 
gether in the interests of agri- 
culture, that disaster aid was 
swiftly furnished farmers and 
cattlemen in the drought area.

There has been some con 
jecture that the area should 
have been designated аз a ‘ma- 
jor disaster” area by Presi- 
dent Johnson. I understand 
Governor Kirk is considering 
making such a request of the 
President. 

‘The proponents believe such 
action on the part of the Pre- 
sident would have assured our 
farmers and саШетеп of the 
maximum of benefits available 
under all federal government 
disaster programs, 

It also would have opened 
the Commodity Credit Corpor- 
ation-owned surplus stock of 
feed grain to livestock produ- 
cers at rates somewhat lower 
than those on thé open market. 

In extreme cases of hard- 
ship, the surplus grain could 
be donated from CCC sur- 
plus stocks under Public Law 
875 to livestock producers not 
financially able to pay, help- 
ing those hardest-hit by the 
drought to get back on their 
feet. 

The “disaster” status appro- 
ved by the federal government 
for the drought area was not 
considered sufficient to haveyy 
the CCC surplus grain pro- 
gram initiated, 

While the U. S. Agriculture 
Department acted swiftly and 
in good faith in proclaiming 
disaster status for the drought 
area, the situation is one which 
fully warrants “major disaster” 
treatment. 

This is borne out by the 
fact that 75 percent of the 1, 
145,000 head of cattle located 
in the drought area were se- 
verely affected by the lack of 
water and feed. 

Citrus trees, too, were af- 
fected to a great degree and 
there is some fear among 
growers that this season's 
prime Valencia orange crops 
will be reduced in value due to 
the prolonged dry weather. ¢
